Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, Prince Simon’s trainer and one of 
England’s outstanding conditioners, has said, “Prince Simon can out- 
run anything in my stable from five furlongs to two miles.” This 
sort of praise is not to be taken lightly from such a conservative 
horseman.

NEWS OR NOT 


The Alweg Grandstand 


When racing executives began tinkering 
with the idea of making motion pictures of 
every race, the former noted jockey 
Everett Haynes. of Los Angeles. tried to 
get some of them interested in his notion 
that a camera mounted on a trolley could 
be made to follow the progress of the 
race. developing the film as soon as it 
passed the lens and dumping the complete 
record of the running at a point just past 
the finish iine, ready for inspection by the 
stewards almost in a matter of seconds. 

Those who put aside this idea as slight- 
ly fantastic are now advised that a man is 
thinking quite seriously about slinging a 
traveling grandstand, saddle-bag style. 
across a monorail and following the races. 


not only with a camera. but also with 
patrol judges several hundred 
spectators. 


Johan Sande is general agent for the 
National Cash Register Company in Stock- 


holm. Sweden. He is a cousin of Earl 
Sande. whose grandfather came from 


Sweden to the U. S. He is a breeder and 
owner of Thoroughbreds and has raced in 
Sweden for more than 20 years. Recently. 
along with his wife and 2 daughters. he 
was a visitor at Crown Crest Farm, Lex- 
ington. where Howard Reineman and Tom 
Bennett were so intrigued with his idea 
of a traveling stand that they pressed him 
for details. 

“Before World War II. when I belonged 
to the Stockholm Racing Association.” he 
explained, “I took interest in’ studying 
different European race tracks. I visited 
many tracks in England, France. Germany. 
and other countries. but wherever I went 
I found that it was difficult to follow the 
races. even from the best points open to 
the public. As a matter of fact. many 
race-goers never saw the race at all. and 
the racing became of interest to these 
people merely for the betting, not for the 
admiration of the horse or the sport as 
such, 

“Once at Aintree, when I saw the Grand 
National Steeplechase, it struck me_ that 
it might be possible to devise something 
which would carry the horse owner or fan 
around the track. following the race at a 
distance of about 100 yards. Just imagine 
sitting in your seat and being carried 
around to see the horses at Becher’s Brook. 
the Canal turn. and the many other 
fascinating points of this famous track! 

“My idea was to build a small stand 
for. say. 100 persons. and run it on a mono- 
rail supported by pillars. The stand. or 
rather. carriage with open seats. should 
start somewhere near the top of the grand- 
stand, take up its passengers there. and 
move out to the start as the horses were 
lining up. After the start the carriage 


should move along with the horses, at a 
safe distance behind them in order not to 
disturb the runners. 

“There were 2 major objections to the 
idea: very few people would be able to 
see the race from my device. and it would 
necessitate construction of a monorail. To- 
day these obstacles have been overcome. 
Television makes it possible to broadcast 
the race from the carriage, for the general 
public or for the crowd at the track. The 
invention and construction of the Alweg 
solves the technical problem of the mono- 
rail. 

“The Alweg is a new means of transpor- 
tation in which Axel Wenner-Gren is 
highly interested. It was developed in Ger- 
many. where the first practical Alweg line 
is now under construction, The train will 
run on one rail, supported by pillars. Being 
elevated. it takes little space and does not 
interfere with other traffic. Of course, the 
Alweg does more than is needed for race 
track use. but the main thing is that it 
contains all the necessary elements.” 


The Alweg now under construction 
hangs like an upside-down U_ over the 
elevated rail, and passengers will be 


seated on both sides of the U. The wheels 
are at the center of gravity. Johan Sande 
thinks it would be simple enough to 
counterbalance a small stand for purposes 
of following the races. 

Another advantage that he did not men- 
tion: the passengers watching the last race 
could be switched to the main line of the 
Alweg and step off the stands onto the 
roof of a downtown hotel before the rest 
of the crowd had got out of the parking lot. 

If the Alweg idea moves fast enough it 
may discourage Uncle George from 
preceeding with an opposite plan. He was 
going to build a circular grandstand around 
a metered rubber treadmill which would 
displace the common variety of race track 
now in use. Goodyear is trying to figure 
out how to keep the starting gate from 
beating the horses to the finish. 

In the meantime we'll have to do the 
best we can.

How to Confuse Everbody 


| the fall of 1946 Count Francois de Brignac 
pointed to a big, good-looking mare in a paddock 

at Marcel Boussac’s Haras du Jardy and said she 
was going to be shipped to Argentina. ‘““Her dam was 
a daughter of Gallant Fox,” he said. 

That was a long way to ship a half-bred. 

“Oh, she’s not a half-bred. She’s in the French 
stud book.” 

And how did she get into the French stud book 
with all those American flaws in her pedigree? 

“T was very sweet,” said de Brignac, moving on 
quickly to talk about something else. 


A week or so ago in Lexington Baron Fred. 


d’Osten received a letter, written in German, from 
a friend in France. Translated, it said, in part: 

“Concerning List A, there is nothing new for 
the moment. Nevertheless, Baron Rothschild has at 
Meautry the mare Fita, by Janitor out of Fiduzia, 
by Graf Ferry, with her foal by Organdy. The foal 
was born in Ireland, and is in the British stud book. 
The mare is in foal to Mustang, and the package 
was bought from an Irishman. 

“You can see that the mare’s breeding is abso- 
lutely German, that she was foaled in 1944, and hence 
must be in the French List A. Now it will be quite 
interesting to see whether the French will refuse to 
inscribe in the normal stud book a mare that already 
is in the English stud book or, if they do inscribe her, 
thereby make the admission that the whole List A is 
wrong and senseless.” 

These infiltration cases are among the many 
examples of the difficulties arising from the main- 
tenance of a hierarchy of stud books. If a horse is 
registered in the General Stud Book in England, it 
is, by common consent, automatically eligible to be 
registered anywhere else. If it is in the French book, 
it is eligible for registry anywhere else, except possib- 
ly in England. 

Worse still are the complications arising from 
a hierarchy within a stud book. In August, 1948, 
when the French authority rescinded its 35-year 
exclusion of ‘‘American” strains, it did not admit 
the American stock on an equal footing with the 
horses already in the French book, but capsuled them 
in a separate section under the title Stud-Book 
Franco-Americain. Later, in December, 1950, it set 
up another hermetically sealed compartment in the 


registry, ‘Liste A,” largely to account for the 
produce of French stock repatriated from the Alte- 
feld Stud in Germany, where it had been taken by 
Dr. Pulte during the German occupation. 

Separate sections of this sort are an invitation to 
trouble, as several American breeders already have 
discovered. The American stud book thus far has 
declined to register horses included in France’s List 
A. Now, if it turns out that the English authority 
does accept them—a matter not yet conclusively 
established—the American authority may be ex- 
pected to follow the English lead, as it usually does. 

There is no end to the complication resulting 
from special compartments in stud books; it is 
compounded generation after generation. In 20 
years, if other stud books adopt different policies 
toward these segregated French horses, the con- 
fusion will be something monstrous. 

For an extreme instance, take the case of the 
noted stallion Pharis. He was the one French stallion 
taken to Germany without some authorization from 
his owner, since Marcel Boussac refused to sign the 
papers for his export. In Germany he got the filly 
Asterblute, winner of the German Oaks and Derby. 
But in the German stud book, at the point where 
Asterblute ordinarily would have been entered under 
the name of her dam, Aster, there is simply the year, 
1946, followed by a blank. All the rest of Pharis’ 
foals in Germany are similarly ignored. 

On the other hand, the French stud book’s List 
A includes more than a dozen mares whose sire is 
given simply as X—an unknown quantity assumed to 
be equal to Pharis. In the pedigrees of the future X 
has no ancestry, but he has descendants. Perhaps 
the German stud book is doing a better service by 
expunging the record altogether. 

Generally speaking, there are few groups of any 
kind more conscientious than the various stud book 
authorities in the enforcement of established rules. 
It is the rules themselves that frequently contribute 
most to the confusion. The nusiance that was created 
by 35 years of the “Jersey Act” in England and its 
equivalent in France has been resolved, but List A 
has overdone the job of filling its place. 

Is it not time for the interested stud book 
authorities of the world to resolve this tangle be- 
fore it has become a Gordian knot?

Gulfstream 
Celebrates 
10th Birthday 


MIAMI 

Gulfstream Park. about 18 miles north 
of Miami. has just celebrated its 10th 
anniversary. After a stormy beginning. 
the track today is recognized as one of 
the most modern and big-league plants 
in the country. 

The track, which actually opened in 
1939, was the brainchild of Joe Smoot, the 
man who “promoted” Hialeah Park and 
other tracks, some successful, others 
failures. After a highly successful opening. 
which saw about 15.000 tearing down the 
front gates to gain admission, the new 
track was doomed to failure by suicidal 
day-by-day conflict with the firmly estab- 
lished Hialeah Park. In just 4 days, the 
gates were closed and the track’s affairs 
thrown into bankruptcy court. 

Five years later. in 1944, Jimmy Donn. 
prominent Miami florist who previously 
had held interests in both Hialeah Park 
and Tropical Park. stepped into the 
picture. (He had accepted stock at both 
Hialeah and Tropical in lieu of cash for 
his landscaping bills.) It was a dismal set- 
up that he found at Gulfstream. 

Once interested in Gulfstream Park. 
Donn found a rough and rocky road ahead. 
First. the racing law had to be changed 
to permit 3 tracks to operate with non- 
conflicting dates, there were long and 
dreary months in bankruptcy court while 
details of management were threshed out. 
and finally a bitter challenge had to be

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Officials Suggest Naming Boys 
At Time of Entry; Hear Offer 
Of Meeting on Over-Production

The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
convention, Thoroughbred racing’s annual 
conclave of officialdom. will hit the road in 
1955. Led by its new president. Amory L. 
Haskell. the 14th gathering of member 
tracks will be conducted in Miami. This 
disposition to inch away from set traditions 
of past years—a new kind of aggressive- 
ness—was the principal theme of the 1954 
convention held last week at the Plaza 
Hotel in New York City. 

This decision may not have been the 
most important made by the representatives 
of the 39 member tracks during the 
sessions, but it gave emphasis to.a feeling 
of progress which was evident in the 2 
days of meetings. speeches, and panels. 
There was little doubt as to the destina- 
tion of the sport in the near future: every- 
one talked of bigger and better things. 

The convention came at the end of a 
year which saw racing maintain its top 
position as a spectator sport watched by 
an all-time high of more than 30-million 
people who wagered approximately $2.- 
050.000.000. At the TRA tracks there were 
purses exceeding $40.000.000. They also 
produced $137.000.000 in revenue to the 
states as their share of the take-out. 
Everything seemed to be better than the 
record year of 1953 except the pari-mutuel 
handle. Retiring president John A. Morris 
pinned the waggle on the donkey when 
he said: “The minor decrease in handle 
(about 244 % at TRA tracks on a daily- 
average basis) reflects the continued lack 
of foresight on the part of legislators who 
view racing as an ever-flowing source of 
revenue.” 

The representatives of management 
participated in business discussions at a 
closed session on the opening day of the 
convention and continued to converse 
privately that afternoon in an executive 
session which covered a variety of topics. 
But the straightforward answers concerning 
what transpired at these 2 closed sessions 
indicated that the trend was to leave the 
doors further and further ajar to the press 
and the public. 

Summaries of several of the talks follow. 

John A. Morris, in making the opening 
speech, summed up the past year (see 


partial text on page 1389) and noted that 
the TRA tracks. which constitute less than 
half the number of courses operating in 
the U. S.. are responsible for 73 per cent 
of the attendance and 78 per cent of the 
handle. His opinion of the increase in tax 
in New Jersey. where an additional 1 per 
cent was added to the take-out on July 1. 
was one of concern. He welcomed 3 new 
tracks—Golden Gate. Tropical Park and 
La Mesa—but warned them that TRA 
membership has its responsibilities as well 
as its advantages. 

Spencer J. Drayton, who was re-elected 
executive secretary of the organization. 
followed the pattern of review in connec- 
tion with the TRPB. He said its agents 
had handled 1.027 investigations during 
the year. and as a direct result 133 persons 
were suspended or denied a license. Dray- 
ton stated that the TRPB was basically a 
fact-finding organization and one of. its 
toughest assignments was to ferret out the 
“hidden owners” of Thoroughbreds. 

Robert F. Kelley. speaking as head of 
the public relations committee. asked that 
the directors consider establishing a library 
of racing films for television’s use. 

Devereux Milburn Jr.. a member of the 
law firm which is counsel for the TRA. 
explained that it was necessary for all

tracks to keep in touch with their local 
representatives, even though the TRA was 
capable of speaking as a unit once a bill 
reached committee stage in Washington. 

Walter M. Jeffords announced that work 
on the National Museum of Racing was 
under way and that the ground had been 
broken for construction on a lot opposite 
the club house entrance at Saratoga. “This 
is a national project and it must be 
remembered that we everybody’s 
help.” he said. 


George D. Widener talked of another 
national project. the Jockey Club Founda- 
tion, and its fight to aid the sick and aged 
of the racing world. Since so much of 
racing is transient, the worker is not able 
to establish permanent residence in any 
one state. thus does not fall heir to relief 
from the state government. The suggested 
remedy is “sufficient capital” to run homes 
for the ailing in various sections of the 
country. 

Ashley Trimble Cole, chairman of the 
New York Racing Commission, empha- 
sized the necessity of decreasing the num- 
ber of uncashed pari-mutuel tickets. He 
estimated that the State of New York this 
year would receive more than $150,000 in 
uncashed tickets. Cole said he recently 
had conferred with officials of the Ameri- 
can Totalisator Company on the value of 
printing instructions on the backs of all 
tickets, informing the purchaser how to 
cash tickets after leaving the track. 

Irving Gushem, speaking for the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, asked what had become of Alfred 
Vanderbilt’s suggestion for setting up a 
national stewards’ pool, “No one has told 
me that the idea is wrong,” he said. 
“They only think that the methods, or the 
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operating agencies suggested, are wrong. 
Well. let's change the methods or the 
agencies. . .” 

Janon Fisher Jr.. representative of the 
American Trainers Association, thought 
that management should do all possible 
to assure a uniformity of racing strips. 
and John A. Bell, speaking for the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America, proposed a 
conference to work out a solution to over- 
production of race horses (see page 1390.) 

Guest speaker at the TRA’s annual 
dinner, at which owners of horses which 
had been voted champions of their division 
were presented awards, was Harold E. 
Talbott, Secretary of the Air Force. 

Talbott’s talk was principally of the 


Panels Discuss 


Open discussions of closing dates for 
stakes, a minimum purse policy. regional 
schools for jockeys. and barn maintenance 
were held Monday afternoon by 4 different 
5-man panels. The following presentation 
of opinion is in more or less consecutive 
order. 


Desirability of later closing dates for 
stakes. 

Edward J. Brennan. of Monmouth Park. 
thought there should be an early closing 
date for big races—maybe $50.000 and 
up—but the smaller stakes events should 
close as late as possible. 

Earl F. Gibson. of Suffolk Downs. said 
that the Yankee Handicap this year closed 
19 days before its running. allowing only 
19 days for publicity. The race was run 
on Thursday, the weakest day of the week 
at Suffolk Downs. but the result was 
excellent. The handle that day was only 
$30,000 less than that for Columbus Day. 
traditionally the best betting day of the 
season. 


Brennan also thought that nomination 
fees were too high and not uniform over 
the country for races of the same financial 
classification, but John R. Maluvius. of 


role of air power as “the keystone upon 
which the miltiary power of the free worla 
is based.”

Consideration of minimum purse policy. 


The minimum purse makes it hard for a 
track, especially when “it is going on a 
percentage basis,” said Lou Smith, Rock- 
ingham Park. The middle-class horses are 
the ones which suffer under such an 
arrangement, 


E. E. Dale Shaffer felt that when a 
track has to cut the total purse distribution 
most of the cut should be in the minimum 
purse. leaving the better purses where 
horses can earn what they’re worth. 


The panel asked R. Wood Erwin, La 
Mesa Park. to explain the policy in New 
Mexico. He said the State’s racing rules 
specify that 5 per cent of the handle on 
each race must become purse money. The 
split on this is 60-30-10, and the track 
pays a specified sum for fourth and fifth 
money. 


J. J. Isaacson, Ak-Sar-Ben, proposed 
that this, too, be left to management’s 
discretion, and the panel agreed.

The President's Address 


John A. Morris, retiring president of the 
TRA. 


Once again Thoroughbred racing is 
the country’s top-ranking spectator sport. 
When the final count is in, it is estimated 
that attendance will total 30,000.000. This 
is an increase of 71% per cent over the all- 
time high attendance recorded in 1953. 

The pari-mutuel handle showed a slight 
decline. The total amount wagered will 
be approximately $2.050.000.000, of which 
approximately 87 per cent was returned to 
the public and $137.000,000 went to the 
states sponsoring racing as their share of 
the take-out. In 1953 the states received 
$138.604.146 in revenue from the $2.064.- 
572,984 wagered. 

Attendance at the 39 TRA tracks this 
year will total an estimated 22.000.000, 
and the handle will be approximately $1.- 
600,000,000. I think it is significant to note 
that while there are over 80 race tracks in 
operation in the United States. more than 
73 per cent of the attendance and 78 per 
cent of the handle was recorded at the 39 
tracks bearing the insignia of TRA. 

While the daily average mutuel handle 
at TRA tracks for 1954 is down 2! per 
cent from the all-time record figures of 


1953. the total of purse distribution and 
added money to stakes races this year will 
reach a record of over $40.000.000. This 
means better horses and better racing at 
the TRA tracks. 

The minor decrease in handle reflects 
the continued lack of foresight on the 
part of state legislators who view racing 
as an ever-flowing source of revenue. 

The reduction of revenue traceable to 
increased taxation has been noted else- 
where in the past and was newly evidenced 
this year in New Jersey which. in 1953. 
was the third-ranking state in the volume 
of handle and consequent revenue to the 
state. Since July 1 of this year, when an 
additional 1 per cent was added to the 
take-out. in New Jersey. the handle 
decreased by 614 per cent from 1953. It 
will be noted that the effect of the addi- 
tional tax was immediately apparent and 
the decrease in wagering became more 
marked as the season progressed. 

This year Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions accepted into membership 3 race 
tracks—Golden Gate Fields. at Albany. 
Calif.; La Mesa Park, at Raton, N. M.: 
and Tropical Park. Coral Gables, Fla. To 


all 3 I would like to extend our hearty 


GoTTsTEIN 


welcome. This brings TRA membership to 
a total of 39 race tracks. 

Membership in TRA has many definite 
advantages. but it also carries with it many 
responsibilities. One of the fundamental 
reasons for the existence of TRA and its 
continued development and_ effectiveness 
is a mutual recognition of the fact that 
what is good for racing in one locale is 
good for racing everywhere and, con- 
versely, what hurts racing there, hurts 
racing here. 

I am happy to report that a very ex- 
cellent public relations job for racing is 
being done at member tracks. It is being 
done at the local level where it has the 
greatest effect for the overall good of 
racing. | am speaking of the ever-increasing 
tendency to make Thoroughbred racing a 
colorful and entertaining sport. 

Race tracks the country over are also 
becoming an active part of their communi- 
ties during the off seasons, At some they 
have concerts; others: turn their grounds 
over to church groups-for their ceremonies; 
various fraternal and civic organizations 
hold picnics and field days in the infields. 
Others turn their facilities over to 4-H 
clubs and other agricultural groups for 
stock shows. Race track management 
participates in these affairs and thus be- 
comes an active part of the community. 
This. too, is sound public relations and 
should. where possible, be expanded ‘an 
encouraged. 

From my own observation on_ these 
visits around the country, and also through 
the clipping service maintained by the 
TRA I have noted that, on a_ whole, 
Thoroughbred racing has again this year 
enjoyed a very good press. The newspapers 
of the nation have been very generous in 
the space allotted racing. 

There has been a noticeable increase in 
TV coverage of Thoroughbred racing: In 
addition to the live telecasts, TV coverage 
of racing news has created a demand for 
available film on the sport for use on 
sports shows in all parts of the country. 
Many tracks are devoting special efforts 
to meet this demand by providing short 
film interviews and feature stories for 
programs, 
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We cannot help but feel that the contact 
maintained with sports editors. columnists 
and radio and TV commentators. through 
the TRA Service Bureau. has been a valu- 
able one. Material distributed by the TRA 
has had its part in providing “leads” to 
feature stories on the more interesting 
human and economic aspects of Thorough- 
bred racing. 

More and more reporters and editors are 
coming to TRA for statistical and back- 
ground material. National magazines, as 
well as newspapers and airwave com- 
mentators, have come to know that the 
TRA Service Bureau can be used as an 
auxiliary research library, and their queries 
are answered almost every day. 

The varied and interdependent interests 
of Thoroughbred racing have worked in 
harmony and co-operation during the past 
year. The beneficial effect of co-operative 
action is particularly noticeable in the 
relations during the past year between 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association and race: track management. 


I believe that representatives of both 
groups found that their differences could 
best be ironed out the conference 
table. It is certain that disputes aired 
publicly did nothing to resolve a problem 
for either side. and only harmed racing 
generally. 


over 


I would like to again point out that 
the directors of TRA are alert to the 
possibility of adverse legislation and the 
TRA is prepared to combat it. but that 
is not enough. 


It is the responsibility of every member 
track to keep its state representatives. 
its senators and Congressmen fully in- 
formed. This is best done by personal 
contact. In the past it has been evident 
that the facts regarding the economic 
importance of the Thoroughbred industry 
are not always fully understood by  in- 
dividual state governors and_ Federal 
legislators. 

As has been said many times: “When 
the ‘grass roots’ speak, Congress listens.” 


Bell on Over- Production 


John A. Bell III is president of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. 


As the spokesman for an organization 
whose membership is national in scope 
and includes many breeders and owners 
of race horses, it seems in order for me 
to discuss a problem that has become one 
of the most important ones facing the 
Thoroughbred horse industry. 

This problem is the present surplus of 
race horses. 

The fact that there are too many horses 
for the existing racing facilities has caused 
many undesirable situations. I will dis- 
cuss briefly 3 of the more obvious prob- 
lems: 


STALL SPACE. There are too many 
horses for the number of stalls at 
race tracks. The solution is not to build 
more stalls, because most tracks have 
enough stalls for the number of horses 
required to run a meeting. The result is 
that tracks must screen the applicants for 
stabling room, and any screening procedure 
inevitably leads to wounded feelings and 
complaints about discrimination. Trainers 
frequently have to divide their stables 
among more than one track in the same 
area, and they cannot properly supervise 
the training of their horses. In many 
ways both the tracks and the racing stables 
suffer from the surplus of horses. 


LACK OF OPPORTUNITY TO RACE 
THE MIDDLE-CLASS HORSES. Because 
there are always more inferior horses than 
good ones, racing secretaries are continual- 
ly forced to write races for the large 
number of inferior performers. often at 
the expense of the better-grade racers. 


Much stall room is taken up by horses 
whose records do not justify their remain- 
ing in racing. The lack of racing oppor- 
tunity is particularly bad with respect to 
2-year-olds. from whose ranks come the 
stars of the future. Sometimes it is 
necessary to enter a 2-vear-old several 
times before he actually gets a chance to 
race, Under this condition a trainer can- 
not plan his training moves with any 
certainty, and unformful racing can result. 


AVAILABLE PURSE MONEY IS 
SPREAD SO THIN. as a result of an 
oversupply of horses. that a dismaying 
number of horses are not able to earn 
their way. This applies particularly to 
inferior animals. which also create most 
of the other problems. 
con- 
with 


Various groups within racing are 
cerning themselves more and more 
the problems of too many horses. For 
example. some of the race tracks have 
recently instituted programs designed to 
eliminate the poorest horses from competi- 
tion. They have done this with the hope 
of making more stalls available for better 
horses, and at the same time presenting 
higher-class sport for their patrons. 

Another example of positive action can 
be cited on the part of the major auction 
sales companies. The Breeders’ Sales Com- 
pany and the Fasig-Tipton Company have 
recently raised the minimum selling fee 
for horses passing through their auction 
rings. It is hoped that this will deter the 
owners of marginal breeding stock from 
trying to unload valueless animals at public 
sale. The Breeders’ Sales Company, which 
is owned and operated by breeders, has 
for some time enforced a policy of cancel- 
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ing the registration papers of animals sell- 
ing for less than a stipulated minimum. 
Breeders realize that too many marginal 
horses. both mares and stallions, are being 
kept in production, with the result that the 
average price obtainable for young Thor- 
oughbreds is rapidly declining to the point 
where in many instances the market price 
is considerably than the cost of 
production. 


less 


The law of supply and demand will un- 
doubtedly remedy existing conditions 
caused by the surplus of horses. However, 
for the best interests of all concerned. the 
speed at which this law operates should be 
increased by co-operative effort. The 
breeders. the owners. and the race tracks 
have already taken some action to combat 
overproduction and eliminate surplus 
horses. and they have indicated that they 
want to do more. The most effective ap- 
proach would appear to be a concentrated 
and co-ordinated effort by all concerned. 
Such an attack on the question could best 
be initiated at a conference which would 
bring together all the interested groups. 
At such a gathering the various parties 
could air their individual problems and 
exchange ideas. They would report the 
results of the conference to their parent 
organizations for consideration. In all 
probability a second meeting would be 
necessary to formulate a plan of action. 


The Thoroughbred Club of America 
hereby proposes a conference to be held at 
its headquarters in the Phoenix Hotel at 
Lexington, on Thursday, January 13, 1955. 
The club is going to invite representative 
groups with the request that they send a 
qualified spokesman to the conference. It 
is hoped that the delegates will come 
prepared to make positive suggestions. 
supported by whatever data can be as- 
sembled.

izations includes the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations. The Jockey Club. the Horse- 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa- 
tion, the American Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers Association, the American Trainers 
Association, the National Association of 
Thoroughbred Breeders. the National As- 
sociation of State Racing Commissioners, 
the Breeders’ Sales Company. the Fasig-

The suggestion by the Thoroughbred 
Club of America that a meeting be held 
at Lexington in the near future is made 
in all sincerity. No one group can solve 
the problem created by a surplus of horses. 
A co-operative effort will be required. 


Spencer Drayton on the TRPB 


Spencer J. Drayton is director of the 
TRA’s Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau. 

INVESTIGATIVE PROGRAM. The 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau’s 
investigative program is a major factor in 
maintaining public confidence in the sport 
of Thoroughbred racing, For the 12 months 
ended November 1, 1954, TRPB agents 
handled 1,027 investigations. Since the 
TRPB was first organized. it has conducted 
9,277 investigations. The types of cases 
involved in these investigations include 
stimulations, allegations of race fixing, 
bribery, fictitious horse ownership, false 
applications, background investigations of 
licensees and applicants for stall space, 
in addition to numerous other matters 
affecting the honesty and integrity of the 
Thoroughbred sport. 

As a direct result of these investigations, 
133 individuals were suspended and/or 
denied licenses by racing officials during 
the year 1954. 

The TRPB is primarily a fact-finding 
agency. Its job is to dig up the record, to 
secure the facts concerning every allega- 
tion of dishonesty in racing, to eliminate 
every vestige of sharp practices in the 
sport. and to take such preventative steps 
as may be necessary to counteract illegal 
activities. 

Today one of the most difficult phases 
of our investigative work concerns track- 
ing down the hidden owner of disrepute 
who tries to enter or continue in racing 
by hiding behind what appears to be a 
respectable front. The past year saw the 
TRPB intensify its investigative activity 
in these cases. Evidence of such a corrupt 
association is sometimes difficult to ob- 
tain and it has been necessary in some 
instances to undertake extensive investiga- 
tion into many states in order to establish 
this fact. 

Investigations of constantly recurring 
allegations of racketeer-owned or domin- 
ated racing stables are a never ending 
assignment of TRPB agents. Fortunately 
so far we have been able to expose and 
weed out these racketeer-dominated stables 
as they attempted to enter the sport. 


FINGERPRINT PROGRAM. The finger- 
prints of 79,938 individuals in racing have 
been taken under the TRPB program. This 
fingerprinting program has im- 


measurable dividends to Thoroughbred 
racing. It has helped to restore and main- 
tain the public’s confidence in racing’s 
personnel. It has helped to expel any 
undesirables already in the sport. And, 
most important, it has helped to prevent 
undesirables from entering racing. 


TATTOO PROGRAM. In 1954 TRPB 
tattoo-branded 6,204 horses. From 1947 
to date. 47,416 horses have been tattoo- 
branded under this program. Proof of the 
effectiveness of this positive method of 
horse identification is the fact that since 
tattoo-branding was adopted in 1947 there 
has never been a ringer case involving a 
tattooed horse. 


STIMULATION INVESTIGATIONS. 
During 1954 38 stimulation cases were 
reported for all Thoroughbred race tracks 
in the United States. Only 9 of these 
stimulations took place at TRA tracks. 
Twenty-nine were reported at non-member 
tracks. Considering that 65 per cent of 
all races are conducted at TRA tracks, 
this means that the stimulation ratio at 
non-member tracks is 6 to 1. Bear in mind 
that the same state chemists test the 
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samples from TRA tracks as well as from 
non-member tracks. 

It is the responsibilty of the various 
State Racing Commissions to test the 
saliva and urine samples taken from race 
horses and to do this they employ the best 
chemists available. Every year their test- 
ing technique is improved. TRPB’s_ re- 
sponsibility is an investigative one. and 
we endeavor to establish the identity of 
the guilty party investigatively if a stimula- 
tion is attempted. 


INFORMATION BUREAU. At our New 
York headquarters in the Chrysler Build- 
ing the TRPB maintains the largest collec- 
tion of current information concerning 
racing people in this country. This informa- 
tion is completely indexed and_ readily 
available to racing management. Particu- 
larly is it used by our race tracks in 
quickly checking the background of their 
stall applicants and other persons who 
may be unknown to them. We think this 
file should be used more by race track 
management to check for background in- 
formation when they are considering ap- 
pointing new racing officials and other 
personnel, with whom they may not be too 
well acquainted. 

In 1954, the New York headquarters 
handled 24,194 inquiries for information 
in our files. These came from track 
management, racing officials, and racing 
commissions. 


SPECIAL REPORT PROGRAM. Five 
years ago the TRPB inaugurated the policy 
of furnishing to all member tracks and all 
state racing commissions special summary 
reports on convicted race fixers and other 
corrupt individuals with very definite 
recommendations that these persons should 
be barred from racing for life. Over the 
years these recommendations have been 
followed closely by track management 
and the state racing commissions, 

Fifty-seven of these reports have been 
issued to date. The TRPB has been most 
selective in adding names to this list. It 
includes only those individuals who have, 
by their conduct in racing, knowingly 
committed such serious offenses as to 
materially injure the sport. 

This special report program is intended 
to correct unwarranted leniency, and it 
has done so in the case of these 57 in- 
dividuals. 

TRACK SECURITY PROGRAM. Dur- 
ing the past year the TRPB has been 
requested to supervise the security and 
police forces of 4 additional member 
tracks. Such supervision of track police 
functions is now handled at 21 TRA tracks. 
This program had its inception in 1949. , , 


FINANCIAL REPORT. The TRPB will 
again operate within its budget for the 
year 1954 even though we were called 
upon to service 2 new tracks, which were 
added to the membership subsequent to 
the approval of the budget. 
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Guineas vs. Dollars in England; 


A Record Price for a Weanling 


The Yankees descended. about 3 dozen 
strong. on Newmarket this week and 
attempted to make off with some of the 
crown jewels of British Thoroughbred 
breeding. Against the dollar attack the 
British defended themselves with  char- 
acteristic valor. and the result was some 
of the most extraordinary battling for 
bloodstock ever seen in the Tattersall sale 
paddock at Newmarket. 

Heaviest armament in the American 
challenge was furnished by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Graham, owner of Maine Chance Farm. 
On December 6 she paid a record price of 
19.000 guineas ($55,860) for a weanling 
colt by Fair Trial out of the Oaks second 
and good producer Monsoon. Highest price 
previously paid for a weanling in England 
was 7.200 guineas (about $36,290) in 
1945, before the English pound sterling 
had been devalued to $2.80. 

The next day Mrs. Graham went to 
35,000 guineas ($102.900) in an effort to 
buy the 1954 One Thousand Guineas and 
Coronation Stakes winner Festoon, but 
English patriotism got the better of her. 
Festoon was sold at 36.000 guineas ($105.- 
840) to Anthony B. Askew, nephew of the 
film magnate J. Arthur Rank. Askew’s 
bid, if the guinea is counted at $2.94, was 
the highest of 1954, topping by $840 the 
price paid by J. S. Phipps for *Masaka 
at the Keeneland fall sales. 

Principal attraction of the December 
sales was the dispersal of the horses own- 
ed by the estate of John A. Dewar, several 
of them top-cass mares and younger stock 
descended from the Lady Josephine branch 
of the Americus Girl family. English buy- 
ers got the highest-priced mares, Festoon 
and her half-sister Refreshed, the latter 
going to Anthony Askew’s brother Gerald. 

Highest-priced mare for an American 
was the 12-year-old Neola, which the 
British Bloodstock Agency bought at 15,- 
500 guineas for the account of Raoul 
Walsh, of Hollywood. The BBA bought 
several others for Walsh, Lloyd Murray, 
Robert Sterling Clark, and unidentified 
American clients. 

The 13-year-old Monsoon, dam _ of 
Festoon and Refreshed, was bought for the 
account of Howard Reineman, of Crown 
Crest Farm, for 15.000 guineas, and King 
Ranch got a weanling filly by Prince 
Chevalier out of the Oaks winner Com- 
motion for 11.000 guineas. 

Outside the Dewar estate consignment 
several purchases were made fer North 
American owners. Highest price among 
these was the 27.000 guineas paid by the 
Anglo-Irish Agency for the 9-year-old mare 
Ariostar, The agency did not disclose the 


name of the client. Jim Ryan paid 6,500 
guineas for the dam of *War of Roses, a 
colt he trained.

More Money for Pimlico Futurity 


The added value of the 1957 Pimlico 
Futurity has been increased from $25,000 
to $50,000. Closing date will be December 
15, 1954. 

The nomination fee for each mare will 
stay at $10, but the size of subsequent 
payments has been increased, Under the 
new conditions, $35 will be due on January 
15, 1957, $100 on March 15, 1957, and $200 
on August 15, 1957. It will cost owners 
$500 to pass the entry box, and starters 
will pay an additional $1,000. 

Second. third, and fourth monies also 
have been increased. The second horse will 
receive $10,000 plus 10 per cent of all 
fees, the third $5,000 plus 714 per cent of 
all fees, the fourth $2,500 plus 214 per 
cent of all fees. 

Breeders awards for the 1957 race will 
be $2,500 to first, $1,500 to second, $1,000 
to third, and $500 to fourth. 


Louis Pondfield, Pimlico’s executive 
director, estimated that the gross value of 
the 1957 Futurity would exceed $175,000. 
This year the gross value of the race was 
approximately $65,000. 


A 6-Day Snag? 


The Arkansas Racing Commission, 
meeting in executive session at Hot 
Springs. December 2, rejected Oaklawn 
Park’s application for 1955 dates. Oak- 
lawn Park, Arkansas’s only track, had 
requested its usual 3l-day season, to open 
on February 19 and close on March 26. 

No announcement was made as to the 
reason for rejecting the dates, but several 
members of the Merchants Council, the 
retail merchants’ division of the Hot 
Springs Chamber of Commerce, had ap- 
peared before the commission to appeal for 
a 5-day racing week. Oaklawn’s applica- 
tion was based on its usual 6-day week. 

The commission will consider the Oak- 
lawn application again on December 15. 


Meade Asks License 


Former jockey Don Meade appeared be- 
fore the Florida Racing Commission this 
week to ask for a license to train horses 
at Tropical Park. The commission told 
Meade he first would have to apply to 
stewards at Tropical. Meade hasn’t riden 
since a suspension in 1945, 


Planning Ahead in N. Y. 


Frank E. Kilroe, racing secretary and 
handicapper at New York tracks, last 
week announced that he would write more 
distance races next year. After May 1, 
there will be 3 races every 10 days for

Delaware Park’s New Castle Handicap,

The last 2 weeks of the 1955 Delaware 
Park meeting will offer 3 top stakes for 
fillies and mares. The list: 


June 18 DELAWARE OAKS, $35,000 added, 3- 
year-old fillies, 1% miles. 

June 25 NEW CASTLE STAKES, $25,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 
miles. 

July 2 DELAWARE HANDICAP, $110,000 added, 


3-year-olds and up, fillies and mares, 


114 miles. 
Ross estimated that the gross purse of 
the Delaware would exceed $150,000, in- 
cluding nominator and breeder awards. 


Increases Stakes Values 


Two Nebraska-bred stakes will be in- 
creased in value next year, it has been 
announced by Ak-Sar-Ben race track in 
Omaha, Nebraska’s largest track. 

The 2 races, the Ak-Sar-Ben Futurity 
for 2-year-olds and the Nebraska Breed- 
ers Special for 3-year-olds, each will be

Favor Preference Stars 


Owners and trainers attending a meet- 
ing of the Maryland-Delaware division of 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association in the Bowie club house last 
week voted in favor of transferring “prefer- 
ence stars” at all Maryland tracks. 

Under the present rule, the stars a horse 
collects at one track are lost when he 
moves to another. If a new rule is adopted, 
the stars a horse accumulated at one track 
would go with him to the next.

The English Free Handicaps: 
Marked Shift in Male Lines 


Publication of the English Free Handi- 
caps provided no surprises for turfmen. 
Among the 3-year-olds the Derby and St. 
Leger winner, the American colt Never Say 
Die. is the leader by 5 pounds over the 
game Two-Thousand Guineas winner 
Darius. Then, after a gap of 7 pounds, 
you find the St. Leger second and fourth, 
Elopement and By Thunder! Among the 2- 
year-olds the leaders are the first 2 in 
the Middle Park Stakes, Our Babu and 
Hugh Lupus. The Windsor Castle Stakes 
winner Summer Solstice is third, and the 3 
colts are followed closely by the impressive 
Gloria Nicky. winner of the Cheveley Park 
Stakes. 

Omissions in the ranking of 3-year-olds 
can be found. The Two-Thousand Guineas 
second, Ferriol. the Derby second, Arabian 
Night, and the St. Leger third, Estremadur, 
are not included. Neither are the first 3 
fillies in the One-Thousand Guineas and

training. Sun Cap. Altana, and Philante, 
probably because they are foreigners, like 
Estremadur and Ferriol. 

Thus it cannot be said that the 3-year- 
old Free Handicap gives an exact view of 
the classic. results. foreign-trained horses 
being always out of the frame. It gives a 
better view of English horses, but even in 
this group good horses and fillies are 
omitted for various reasons. 

As was the case last year, the pedigrees 
of the 3-year-old Free Handicap leaders 
show a great amount of mixed blood. If 
only 4 of the top 19 horses on the list were 
foaled in foreign countries—Never Say 
Die and Blue Prince II in the U. S. A., 
Woodcut and Copernic in France—only 3 
have all-British parents and grandparents, 
Elopement. Sweet One, and Prescription. 
This is enough to indicate the current 
British dependence upon importations for 
sources of stamina. 

The point is borne out by the fact that 
a larger portion of the leading 2-year-olds,

At first glance it appears that the only 
real loser among the 3-year-olds is the 
Gainsborough line, but the most surprising 
development is the big decline of the Bend 
Or line among the 2-year-olds. There is a 
boom in Tourbillon and Blandford blood. 
With 20 horses out of 35, the Bend Or line 
was brilliant in 1953; in 1954 its total is 
only 13. Blandford goes from 3 to 8 and 
Herod from 0 to 4, while Gainsborough 
goes down from 6 to 2. 

These results do not necessarily indicate 
a real decline of the great Phalaris and 
Gainsborough lines, but they show clearly 
a vigorous challenge to their supremacy.

He wanted to 
syndicate him right now or else point him 
for the races.” said Clark. 

If White Skies had been syndicated he 
would have gone to the Nuckols brothers’ 
Hurstland Farm, Midway, Ky. He became 
the second good horse the Nuckols have 
missed in the last few months because an 
owner changed his mind. Andrew J. 
Crevolin) announced this summer that 
Imbros would be syndicated and would 
stand at Hurstland, but later changed his 
mind and decided to race the horse some 
more. 


The Alerted Syndicate 


Col. Harry B. Marcus, owner of Glade 
Valley Farm, Walkersville, Md., announced 
last week that the syndication of Alerted 
has been completed. The 6-year-old horse, 
by Bull Lea—Hastily Yours, will stand his 
first season at Marcus’ farm.

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“We're Galloping Race Horses 


Off the Tracks All Too Soon”: 
A Brief Study of the Results 


by ESBEN KR. AAMOT

While in bed with a cold you think about 
a few things you should have done a long 
time ago. I got to thinking about 4-year- 
olds. And about weight-for-age for 3- and 
4-year-olds. . . 


I thought it was all so simple: give the 
3-year-olds a few pounds more to carry, 
and they and the 4-year-olds should com- 
pete with equal chances. Chances are they 
won't. 


From a_ biological point of view we 
should and we do recognize a horse as a 
full-grown being at 5. But when 
dishing out stakes and prizes and cups we 
favor 2- and 3-year-olds. Now. this is not 
fair to the horses, and it’s certainly not fair 
to the breed of horses. We might as well 
stage Olympic games for 10- and 15-year- 
olds. But we would not expect those young- 
sters to be fit and full of zest and running 
when mature, 


We're galloping the race horses off the 
tracks all too soon. And eventually we’re 
galloping our breeding stock out of exis- 
tence. 

I checked some 30 horses in Mr. Bull’s 
Timeform Annual 1953, 30 horses that had 
ratings as 3, 4 and 5-year-olds, and it 
certainly seems that the British race horse 
is deteriorating. These Timeform ratings 
are. of course, based on time test and 
should be useful as an inflexible yardstick. 

In Great Britain it has been the policy 
first and foremost to salvage a certain 
value as a stallion prospect when a 3-year- 
old has shown some promise by winning 
the Derby or the St. Leger. When these 
good 3-year-olds are put to stud, we have 
no guarantee that they will sire sound. use- 
ful horses that will stand training. There 
are a lot of different reasons why a good 
race horse is put to stud at 4. Some of the 
“reasons” are bad excuses. The breed of 
horses would be helped a lot along the 
right path if mare owners were a little 
more hesitant about sending their mares 


to a good 3-year-old which for some reason 
or other did not race at 4 and 5, 

When you have 4.500 horses running for 
£1.500.000 in 2.350 races. as in England in 
1953. a lot of sires must get credit for 
some winnings. It is perhaps not. still 
clearly evident. but I think Persian Gulf, 
Borealis. My Babu are the type of stallions 
which show the new trend. 

I have noted down what the top 3-year- 
olds since 1932 did at 4, if anything at all. 
Some sturdy warriors ran at 5 and 6 and 
some are probably still running, but good 
English 3-year-olds generally disappoint at 
4 and don't run at 5. This trend would be 
more manifest if breeders persisted in 
sending their mares to the stallions which 
ran the poorest races at 4! 

A total of 98 colts and fillies were given 
9 stones or more in the Free Handicaps 
from 1932 through 1952; 86 colts, 12 fillies. 
Of these 12 fillies, 10 did not run at 4. 
Rockfel won her only race, and *Hycilla 
ran creditably against those good colts 
Tehran. Borealis. and Ocean Swell in 
important races. Of these 86 colts, 32 
(nearly 40 per cent) did not run at 4. The 
54 which did run at 4 may be divided in 
3 groups: 

A. Complete. or to a certain degree, 
failures. like Gay Time. 

B. Mediocre to good performers, running 
below their 3-year-old form, like Hyperion, 

C. Good to brilliant horses. quite as good 
as at 3. like Alycidon. 

You may not agree with me in this

Note that only 19 of these 54 4-year-olds 
fulfilled their owners’ and trainers’ ex- 
pectations. Now. of these 19 good-to- 
brilliant 4-year-olds. practically every one 
made a name as a stallion. In group B 
Hyperion hit the top several years ago 
and will certainly go down in history as one 
of the most important sires of all times. 
But a lot of these fair-to-good 4-year-olds 
in group B were not particularly brilliant 
as sires. And group A... ! Orthodox is 
not a bad one. and Gay Time may sire a 
Derby winner in Japan, but... 

Now, what most breeders would like to 
know is this: Into what group would these 
31 colts which did not run at 4 fall? Some 
would have been brilliant horses, some 
others have already proven that they were 
worth their stud fee, like Dante, Court 
Martial. Midas. Chamossaire (1945, just 
as the war ended), *Nasrullah, Big Game, 
Bois Roussel. *Mahmoud. 

But what of the others? 

It’s just like you say: you have to test 
them at the track. I think it would be 
advisable to test them a little longer and a 
little more severely than it’s done in 
England. Some courses stage races for 
horses got by stallions which did race at 4, 
of course, but they should offer bigger 
purses in races for 4-year-olds and up.

Why Can’t More Consideration Be Given 
To New Owners in Stall Allotments? 


Why can’t more consideration be given to new owners in 
the allotment of stalls? Many prospective yearling buyers are 
deterred from entering racing because they are afraid they 
can’t get stall space. 


CASSIDY. I would say my reaction to that is, just because 
a man bought a yearling at a sale or wherever it may be, under 
this condition it would automatically make you give him stall 
space. A yearling is of no value to a race track until he’s a 2- 
year-old, and secondly his value is variable, depending on how 
he develops. And I think anybody with a horse worth while can 
secure stalls in a number of decent places to race. 

If this means that if they bought yearlings in August at 
Saratoga. or here in the sale, whether they could take them from 
the sales and go get stalls at the race track in New York, they 
couldn't. We don’t permit yearlings on the tracks that we’re 
racing on, They would be a hazard and dangerous. I don’t 
know whether that’s meant in this question or not. 


HANCOCK. I didn’t send this question in, but I'll tell you 
what may be behind part of that question. I hear it every year 
here. Somebody will show up at the sales and he'll have a 
trainer that nobody ever heard of—and he'll buy a couple of 
yearlings, and then they can’t get stalls when they go to racing. 
It’s the man’s fault for picking the man he did. I’ve had it 
happen in my consignment and have heard about it a good many 
times. 


CASSIDY. At the race tracks that I’ve worked at, the 
person is investigated. I mean the man who buys them. If he’s 
substantial and he buys good horses, they want him, 


HANCOCK. Not always. 


HAGGIN. I think the average yearling buyer, if he’s going 
to make a substantial purchase, is going to get a trainer that 
certainly has an entree at most any race track in the country. 
Whether it’s in his name or in the owner’s name, I don’t think 
that makes a whole lot of difference. All he’s interested in is

whether the horse is going to get to race. I don’t think the 
question makes a whole lot of— 


HANCOCK. But you'll hear it every year. Some fellow 
came to me last year from up in Wilmington or some place, and 
he said, “I would have bought 5 yearlings, but I couldn’t get any 
stalls. Last year I bought 2 and I turned them over to some 
fellow, and we couldn’t get stalls anywhere we wanted to race.” 


CASSIDY, Have you any idea what he paid for the year- 
lings? That might make a difference. 


HANCOCK. No, sir. 


EVANS. Mr. Cassidy, a lot of people have come to breeders 
and to sales company operators with the idea that so many large 
stables are privileged to take out. say, 25 stalls when actually 
they have only 5 or 6 horses that they plan to race at that 
particular meeting. Maybe that might be an answer to that 
question. 


CASSIDY. It could be 


BISHOP. Mr. Cassidy, I honestly think that any race track 
anywhere gives the maximum of consideration to new owners 
that it’s possible for them to get, It is true that it is quite 
frequently whispered through the stable area at sales time and 
at other times that they don’t have any opportunity to get stalls, 
but they do have the same opportunity. It all depends on who 
they are. and who their trainer is. and what kind of yearlings 
they buy. and their actual value, and also how many horses they 
buy. 

A frequent criticism is the number of 2-year-olds that any 
stable desires to bring into the race track. It is true that some 
race tracks will not entertain an application for 8 or 10 2-year- 
olds at any one time, which is understandable on the race track’s 
part, too. But no new owner can pick up a completely new 
trainer and a big stable of 2-year-olds and get in anywhere.

CASSIDY. I think that’s a complete answer. 


BURTON. I come in contact with several people that own 
race tracks. The majority of them don’t want any more 2-year- 
olds than necessary. for the simple reason they don’t care about 
running 2-year-old races. They discourage a secretary from 
writing 2-year-old races due to the fact they say they are no 
good, I have always tried to run as many 2-year-old races as 
I possibly could, but at times they stopped me from doing it. 
An application comes in to be approved. The man has 7 horses 
on there, and 3 of them are 2-year-olds. The first thing they say 
is. “He’s got too many 2-year-olds.” It happens at quite a bunch 
of race tracks all over the country. 


CASSIDY. I can understand that. Although you and I like 
to see the 2-year-olds run because we have to have them, at the 
same time a 2-year-old’s first race. and maybe his first 3 or 4 
or 5 races, are maiden races, and theyre not good betting races. 


BURTON. I differ from you. 


CASSIDY. I'll show you in the statistics in New York that 
a 2-year-old maiden race is not a good betting race. but an 
older maiden race is. 


BURTON. I differ from you. We'll take Saturday for 
instance. right here. Our 2-year-old maiden race, which ran as 
the third race of the day, handled more money than the fourth 
or fifth race. 


me 


CASSIDY. That wouldn’t happen any place else I know of. 
BURTON. I remember when Mr. Yeager here at Dade 


Park ran as high as 57 2-year-old races in 26 days. and his 
meetings always held up. I believe Mr, Yeager will tell you 
the 2-year-old races always held up. Of course, you unfortunately 
don’t get that kind of horse now, but we always ran 2-year-old 
races at Dade Park. out of 7 races. and they always held up 
regardless of the size of the field or anything else. 

CASSIDY. As against that, Mr. Burton, it’s also true that 


on sprint races they won't handle as much as on a distance race. 
And all 2-year-olds are sprint races. 


BURTON. Sometimes it does happen. I ran a 2-year-old 
race here in the fall of the year. a few years ago. 7, of a mile. 
and I never had a 2-year-old in that race that day that ever 
went over three-quarters. I ran it for the last race of the day 
and it was the best race of the day, including the stake race.

CASSIDY. I think you have mentioned an odd condition 
and a peculiar race. 


BURTON. I believe the more you run of them the more 
popular they are. 


CASSIDY. You'll still find that that’s the general opinion 
of race track managers. They don’t want them because the 
betting is light. I know that both in New York and in Florida, 
where I. of course. was concerned with the success of manage- 
ment. statistics showed that 2-year-old races did not pay as much 
money as the others. I think it’s due to the location. 


THOMPSON. Don’t you think that there’s an obligation 
on the part of racing associations to card certain races. even 
though the handle isn’t as good as on another race, in order 
to develop future horses which in turn they can cash in on? 
Someone has to do it, Somebody has to card maiden races, I 
realize what you've told me. but management in a lot of places 
needs a little talking to and should be shown the light, that 
they must card them if theyre going to develop horses. A 
maiden race the first day or 2 of the meeting might develop 
a horse that, before the meeting was over. would be the element 
for quite a little wagering in a feature race. You have to card 
such races to give those horses opportunity to develop from 
one year to the next. 

I think that management, ‘properly approached. can be 
shown that they have a certain obligation. I know they oppose 
it and always have, because naturally they only want what is 
good at the time, but if shown I think they sometimes change 
their methods. 


CASSIDY. There isn’t any question about that. but that 
isn’t the problem—it’s getting stalls. It’s part of it, but it’s 
incidental to it. 


Why can’t a uniform system for registering racing colors 


be administered by The Jockey Club? 


That's something I’ve been trying to get various states to 
do for a long time. simply because I think it’s a great. annoy- 
ance to owners going from Kentucky to New York. or from New 
York to Kentucky. or to Maryland or wherever it may be. and 
having to sew green bands or black sleeves or change their 
colors so they don’t conflict with somebody who’s registered in 
another state. 

At the time that I first proposed this it was thought that 
racing commissions opposed it because they got a fee out of 
registering colors, and they wanted the right of saying whether 
they accepted them in their state or not. I don’t think that’s

true. because the fee is very small and I think The Jockey Club 
would be willing to almost do it free to bring about tranquility 
among the owners in racing in other places. Mr. Knebelkamp. 
have you ever thought of it? 


KNEBELKAMP. No. I've never even thought about it, be- 
cause it never has come up. I can assure you that the dollar that 
we charge in Kentucky won't influence us one way or the other. 


CASSIDY. I meant. how would the Kentucky Racing Com- 
mission react to it? 


KNEBELKAMP. I can only speak for myself. I don’t see 
any objection to having them register their colors just like they 
register their colts with The Jockey Club, I think it would prob- 
ably be a good thing, unless somebody could give me some good 
arguments to the contrary. It’s a chore, even for the dollar, 
to do it. I think it would certainly be a convenience to the 
horsemen if they had them registered in one place. 


CASSIDY. We have over 2.500 registered. and they're 
registered from Spokane. Washington, California and many 
places throughout the country. A great many people seem to 
feel that if they register with us, theyre secure in keeping their 
colors. The system that we’ve set up is one that gives you an 
instant picture of what’s available, within almost 10 seconds. 


KNEBELKAMP. The only stumbling block’ I can see is 
that we register them both for the year and for life, and The 
Jockey Club would probably have to make some arrangement 
with the individual. 


CASSIDY, I thing if it were approved nationally that The 
Jockey Club would register them either for life or for the year, 
or whatever it was. If you registered them in your state for a 
year and you canceled them or the man retired from racing, 
you'd notify The Jockey Club and they'd pull them out of their 
register. If you registered for life they'd be handled the same 
way they are in New York. They’re registered for life there. 


KNEBELKAMP. It’s never come up at any of the Commis- 


sion meetings. 


CASSIDY. I wish you'd think it over, because I think it’s 
good for racing and it’s a pain in the neck to The Jockey Club. 


HANCOCK. Mr. Cassidy. let me ask you a queston about 
that, For instance. in the case of Calumet Farm. their colors 
are registered for life. Is that for the life of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wright, for instance. or if their son carries on does he still have 
the privilege of those colors? 


CASSIDY. It isn’t true of husband and wife. The colors are 
not registered in two names. It’s Mr. Wright, but on his death 
the wife or the nearest of kin has the right to take over those 
colors. At the death of both of them, their son. And they’re held 
by The Jockey Club, if they are life colors, for, I think, 5 years 
after the death of the person who has had them for life, to 
give the heirs or anybody else the chance to take them over. 

Yearly colors have been held for 2 years, A man may be 
late in registering. and he'll wait a little bit longer. but we'll 
probably cut that down to a year. We'll register for a year and 
hold it for a second year. I think this is very important. This 
is one time that I can say what I think about The Jockey Club, 
because that service is a value to racing all over the country and 
I think it should be done. 


HANCOCK. What are you going to do, where a set of colors 
is registered in Kentucky in one man’s name and in New York 
the same set of colors is registered in some one else’s? 


CASSIDY. If it’s going to be registered by The Jockey 
Club. itll have to be changed to conform with whatever slight 
change may be necessary to make them eligible. No matter 
where you do it, if they were registered nationally you'd have 
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to make some change. There aren't so many that there aren't 
conflictions. and still there are enough to make it very un- 
pleasant to the owners. 


Weuld a gelding allowance encourage more owners to 
castrate colts, and thus be of value in curtailing production? 


ESTES. I think you could answer that very quickly—no, 


CASSIDY. That would probably be my answer. 


There now seems to be a trend toward inflated purses in 
stakes races, particularly in regard to $100,000 races. Would 
it not be fairer to the majority of owners, and would it not be 
better public relations, if the emphasis were taken off the $100,- 
000 purses by redistributing this money among other stakes and 
overnight races? 


CASSIDY. As far as I can see there are 2 arguments. The 
high-priced stakes are a medium of publicizing and building 
up interest in racing. The usual distribution of money centers 
on one or 2 stakes horses. All of the $100,000 races have 
been developed from competition from adjacent racing plants or 
states. One track puts on a $100.000 race and the next one puts 
on a $100.000 race. Now we have a rather rich race in New 
Jersey. And at Santa Anita I don’t know how many $100.000 
races there are during the meeting, It’s very nice if you have 
Native Dancer. 


GALBREATH. I think there is a little too much emphasis 
on it. Of course you have to be mindful that those races are 
drawing cards. It gives them something to talk about all year, 
I think it would be better if they didn’t concentrate on that, 
and had greater distribution other than that. 


CASSIDY. In New York this year, when Empire City 
dropped out of the picture and there were 4 tracks instead of 5, 
and the other tracks picked up the days that were given up by 
Empire. the presidents of the remaining tracks discussed the 
continuation of the stakes that had been run at Empire. at the 
same stake values. I think Belmont, Aqueduct, Jamaica, and 
Saratoga agreed that it would be better. instead of adding a few 
$50.000 or $100.000 stakes. to add to some stakes that had been 
run at Empire. To take maybe $100,000 or $200.000 and 
distribute it in very high purse races at $10,000. $15.000. or 
$20.000. so that they would distribute that money to the type 
horses that run in stakes, but give them more opportunities to 
run for it. I thought that was a wise decision, and I feel the 
same about too many $100,000 races, I think that the tracks 
need some of them. 


HAGGIN. I think that there are too many of them, but it 
adds quite a bit to the advertising. I still think it is a shame 
when you see preliminaries for the Kentucky Derby that are 
$100.000 races. You see preliminaries for so-called classics, and 
they have the same value. I think it takes a lot away from the 
real old recognized classics of racing. I think that a lot of the 
money ceuld be distributed down through the book. I think it 
would be better for all. 


CASSIDY. Don’t you think it has also caused a lot of 
horses to drop out of the Derby before it comes up? 


HAGGIN. Very definitely.

reach the track by car. Only 300 horses 
hand for that memorable in- 
augural meeting: horsemen. fearful of a 
recurrence of the 1939 fiasco. were 
reluctant to patronize the track. The at- 
tendance for the first Saturday was about 
5.000. Officials had expected to entertain 
12.000. Despite these setbacks. Donn re- 
mained confident of the future. 


were on 


His confidence was amply rewarded the 
second season. With restrictions lifted. 
Gulfstream’s first peace-time meeting drew 
an opening crowd of 18.000. at that time 
the largest inaugural turnout in the history 
of Florida racing. From then on Donn 
fostered a more liberal improvement pro- 
gram. increasing purses and stakes to the 
point where Gulfstream for its 1955 meet- 
ing will set a new high in money distribu- 
tion to horsemen. Its stakes for the coming 
season aggregate $317.500. or more than 
double the entire purse distribution for its 
first meeting a decade ago. 


The minimum purse in 1944 was $1.000. 
and featured handicaps were worth no 
more than $2.500. Today Gulfstream’s 
cheapest purse is $2.500. with stakes rang- 
ing all the way up to the $100.000 Florida 
Derby. Gulfstream was the first Florida 
track to offer a $100.000 prize. 


Whereas there wasn’t a tree or a shrub 
to relieve the barren wastes of the infield 
in 1944, today more than 800 royal palms 
have been planted. tropical plants and 
shrubbery abound throughout the area. a 
new $1.000.000 club house has been built. 
grassy terraces stretch the length of the 
grandstand club this 
winter a new stand is nearing completion 
north of the present pavilion. 


house. 


From an opening average mutuel play of 
just above $200.000. the track now handles 
about $1.100.000 a day. Crowds average 
17.000. with 32.000 jamming the course 
on Florida Derby day. 


SO THERE. Rumors at a race track 
generally mean nothing. but the persist- 
ence of some of them keep writers leg- 
weary running them down. So it was that 
rumors involving the sale of both Gulf- 
stream and Tropical Park again spread 
widely the other day. 

Said Jimmy Donn: “Sell Gulfstream 
Park? It’s ridiculous. The track will not 
be for sale as long as I am alive.” 

Said Saul Silberman. Tropical’s presi- 
dent: “I'm getting tired of these rumors. 
This is the last time I'm going emphatical- 
ly to say Tropical Park is not for sale!” 

The person who was said to be eager 
to buy controlling interest in either of the 
tracks was Nat Herzfeld. who formerly 
was boss man at Tropical. 


GOOD BUSINESS. Tropical Park is 


running slightly ahead of last winter's 


action in both betting and attendance. It 
should get better as the meeting progresses, 
or when the so-called “money guys” come 
down from the wintry North. For the first 
7 days of the current meeting. 60.820 
customers wagered $4.066.720. as compared 
with 58.471 and $3.701.425 a vear ago. 
These totals include 2 Saturdays. 


The highlight of the first full week 
was the triumph of Charlie’s Gem in the 


$7.500-added DeSoto Handicap. final 
stakes of the season in the East for 2- 


year-olds. This is an improving colt, a 
racy-looking son of *Royal Gem II out of 
Ethel Blue. He is owned by Charles Henry, 
of Miami Beach. 


In the DeSoto. Charlie’s Gem dueled 
with the 33-to-1 Some Question from end 
to end. winning by only a nose under a 
fine ride by Robert Ussery in a respectable 
1:05 for 515 furlongs. A neck back of 
them was Wheatley Stable’s high-weighted 
Dark Ruler (124). whose move came a 
trifle late. He was conceding 9 pounds to 
Charlie’s Gem. the choice at $7.40, and 
6 pounds to Some Question. 


Charlie’s Gem. which earned $6.500 for 
his first stakes triumph. has been beaten 
only once. in a race November 4 at 
Churchill Downs. in which he was entered 
to be claimed for $9.000. On November 11 
at the same track he won with an $8,000 
claiming tag. He made his winter debut 
at Tropical on November 27, winning by 
6 lengths. and made it 3 out of 4 in the 
DeSoto. He was bred by Warner L. Jones 


Jr. 


300-POUND STIR. A 300-pound gentle- 
man by the name of Andy J. Mavros 
caused quite a stir during the early part 
of the meeting when he sent out 3 horses 
and won with all of them at 57 to 1, 24 to 
1. and 6 to 1. Those who are mathematical- 
ly inclined say these 3 winners. if parlayed 
for a deuce. would have returned some- 
thing like $20.000. Mavros won the last 
2 races on November 30 with Snorkel. 
$115.30. and Tio Tito. $49.30, and then 
made it 3 in a row with Misty Style, $14.50, 
on December 1. 

Mavros used to own horses but his 
trainer couldn’t get close with them. So 
the huge guy 2 years ago sold a night club 
he had owned on Chicago’s South Side 
and became a trainer himself. 


THE SHADY SIDE. Something, at least, 
is being done to combat the menace of the 
sun-spot which for years has bothered 
horses on the stretch turn at Tropical. It 
was blamed for 2 spills opening day. 
General manager Elmer Vickers, an enter- 
prising fellow, plans to install a canvas 
sun shade which can be lowered into 


proper position to block out that descend- 
ing sun in the late races. His plan has 
been approved by Sterling Young, the 
Jockey Guild president. and it is believed 
it also will be endorsed by horsemen.

With Determine outelassing the field and with 
only 4 betting units open, Golden Gate Fields 


ruled out the show pool in the Oakland Handicap 
and took a chance with the place pool. Determine 
won easily, as he was generally expected to do, and 
the entry—-he was coupled with Kings Mutiny 
from the King Brothers Stable—paid $2.30 straight 
and the minimum $2.10 place.

GENTRY FOR HAYWARD 

Eddie Hayward this week resigned as 
trainer of Harry F. Guggenheim’s Cain 
Hoy Stable and was replaced by Lloyd 
Gentry. Gentry, who now has a_ public 
stable wintering at Keeneland Race 
Course, Lexington, said he would disperse 
his public stable immediately and take 
over the Cain Hoy horses in Florida next 
week. 

Hayward trained for Guggenheim for 2 
years and handled Dark Star. winner of 
the 1953 Kentucky Derby, and *Turn-to, 
winner of the 1953 Garden State Stakes 
and the 1954 Flamingo Stakes. Both Dark 
Star and *Turn-to now have been retired 
because of leg injuries. 

Gentry. whose father, the late Lloyd 
Gentry Sr.. was a jockey and trainer, has 
been training a public stable for 6 years.

Los ANGELES 

The fortunes of Calumet Farm at Santa 
Anita Park this winter may be said to 
rest upon the unpredictable underpinning 
of Mark-Ye-Well and Duke’s Lea. At the 
moment there are a couple of important 
“ifs” attached: if they recover from leg 
injuries and return to peak form. it could 
be another banner season for the famous 
devil red and blue silks: if not. trainer 
Jimmy Jones has an excellent crop of 
coming 2-year-olds on which to build for 
future campaigns. 

Jimmy feels that the success of Calumet 
Farm during 1955 depends upon its young 
horses. one of which. a colt by Citation. 
Jones feels should be “quite a horse.” His 
name is Cumberland. and he is out of the 
famous mare Mar-Kell. 

“IT like him.” Jones said. “He will 
probably be a good horse.” In the lexicon 
of smiling Jimmy Jones this means that 
he will not be in the same class with 
Citation. of course. but he may be as good 
as Armed. Whirlaway. Coaltown. or Mark- 
Ye-Well. 

Mark-Ye-Well had some ankle trouble 
last winter at Santa Anita and has not 
raced since winning the San Antonio 
Handicap over a sloppy track. He is a 
coming 6-vear-old. and the older a horse 
gets the harder it is to return him to the 
races in peak form. 

“T really feel that Mark-Ye-Well should 
be in stud.” Jimmy said the other morn- 
ing at Santa Anita. “but right now we 
need a good handicapper more than we 
need another sire. I hope to have him 
ready for the Santa Anita Handicap. which 
he won in 1953, but when a horse is stopped 
twice during his career with injuries. 
it’s a tough task to bring him back again. 
I can recall only one older horse that did 
it. and that was Citation.” 

Duke’s Lea seems more likely to make 
it. A few weeks ago a small piece was cut 
out of his left front hoof. but he is gallop- 
ing daily while Jones counts the weeks 
until the running of the rich Maturity 
Stakes. Calumet has protected Duke’s Lea 
well by running him as an entry with Miz 
Clementine whenever possible. and letting 
the filly have the glory of winning. As a 
result. Duke’s Lea has earned very little 
and will get into the Maturity with only 
112 pounds. He has been neatly described 
as the “best non-stakes winner” in Cali- 
fornia. 


Mark-YE-WELL 


He's returning after a long rest. 


counting rather heavily on 
Trentonian. a coming 3-year-old, to pay 
his share of the feed bills this winter at 
Santa Anita. By Calumet’s lofty standards, 
Trentonian is not a top horse. but he is “a 
good one... and he could improve.” The 
feeling is that he should knock off a 
stakes here and there. but he would have 
to improve mightily to handle a colt like 
Blue Ruler in the Santa Anita Derby.

Jones will keep 8 2-year-olds. which is 
all the track allows. with the main division 
at Santa Anita. while 8 others go to 
Pomona for schooling. Besides Cumber- 
land. Jimmy has taken a faney to Captain 
Morgan. a brother to Two Lea and Miz 
Clementine. by Bull Lea out of Two Bob. 
Another colt that rates high in this strong 
crop of coming 2-year-olds is Cherokee 
Chief. a half-brother to Pensive. by Bull 
Lea out of *Penuick II. 

There are other first-class prospects. in- 
cluding colts by Citation—Shameen, Bull 
Lea—Ralda. and *Gova Il—Maud Lea. A 
brother to Citation. which did not make the 
trip to California. is at Calumet Farm, in 
Lexington. and will join the Kentucky 
division in the spring. Ralda is a young 
mare that is new at Calumet. Maud Lea 
distinguished herself by producing Duke's 
Lea. 


THE RYAN HORSES. This is the sea- 
son of the year when hopes run high in 
owners and breeders. and every yearling 
looks like a potential champion. at least 
until he gets to the races. J. H. Ryan. 
master of Northridge Farm and Ryana 
Ranch. has seen enough of them come 
and go not to get too high on the chances 


of any untried horse, but he is singing 
the praises of a coming 2-year-old named 
Call to Order. 

“TI think he is one of the best colts I've 
ever raised at Northridge.” Ryan says, 
while reminding you that Correlation, Blue 
Reading. Apple Valley, and Fault Free 
also were raised there. Call to Order is 
a dark bay with a fine head. an excellent 
shoulder. good front legs, powerful gaskins, 
and a fine disposition. Owned by Mary 
Strnad. he is by Call Bell. one of the 
better California-breds of recent years, 
out of Dimity Flo, by Tiger. All her other 
foals have been winners. 

The Ryans are rounding out one of their 
best years in racing. They won the Santa 
Anita Maturity last winter with Apple 
Valley. and the Westerner Stakes at Holly- 
wood Park with Fault Free. The latter’s 
main objective at Santa Anita is the 
Maturity. and if he’s as good as he was 
last summer. when he managed to improve 
with every race. he'll be a dangerous 
contender in the rich 4-year-old stake. He 
is a handsome fellow, and the particular 
pride of Mrs. A. W. Ryan, who planned 
his breeding and picks his jockeys. 

Apple Valley has been plagued through- 
out his career by bad feet, and the same 
may be said of Blue Reading, a coming 8- 
year-old. which has been purchased from 
Clement Hirsch and is now back in Mrs. 
Ryan’s stable. There is no telling how 
good these 2 might have been if they had 
been sound. Both will spend most of their 
time this winter racing over the grass. 

The Ryans have 3 trainers. ac- 
complished a rare feat last summer at 
Del Mar by winning 3 successive races, 
all with different trainers. Their stable of 
20 or so at Santa Anita will be pretty 
equally divided among R. H. McDaniel, 
Chick McClellan. and Harold Beasy. 

Northridge Farm consists of 147 acres. 
and nearby Ryana Ranch in San Fernando 
Valley has 62 acres. Ryan hesitates to tell 
anyone how many horses he actually owns, 
because “it’s bad luck to count your 
horses.” 

His only horse in Kentucky now is the 
good mare Good Excuse. She has a Coal- 
town weanling filly, and is in foal to 
Count Fleet. She is booked to visit the 
court of *Royal Charger in the spring.

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RECOLLECTIONS, by James M. Holmes 


Pa Bradley’s Robert Waddell 


Late last month Tue BLoop-Horse 
received a letter from L. H. Kemp Jr.. 
on stationery of the State Corporation 
Commission of the Bureau of In- 
surance of the State of Virginia, who 
said he had the skull of the old racer 
Robert Waddell and would like to 
know something about the horse.—Ed. 


The American Derby today is one of 
the outstanding classics of our Turf. and in 
1901 it was even more significant. The 
winner that year was Robert Waddell. a 
tall. raw-boned gelding from Virginia. 


Robert Waddeil was no “scion of the 
rich.” He was exercised over country 
roads in the ice and slush of winter. and 
was transported in ordinary box-cars from 
the Atlantic seaboard to the Middle West 
by his owner, Robert (Pa) Bradley, a 
Confederate veteran who maintained a 
home and small breeding farm at a place 
called Wilcox Wharf, on the James River. 
a short distance from Richmond. 


Old John Harper rode to the Saratoga 
track in a dray and led Longfellow be- 
hind to see that the great horse was safely 
Bradley followed 


landed there. and “Pa” 


_ ROBERT WADDELL 


in a similar course with his home-bred 


racer. 

In those days the old soldier was just 
commencing his climb to fame and _for- 
tune. and after Robert Waddell won the 
Derby he refused $40.000 for him. In 1901 
the son of Aloha—Virgie not only triumph- 
ed in the Derby. but also won the Sheridan 
Stakes and, in the eastern sector, finished 
first in the Arverne Stakes and second in 
the Carter Handicap, both at Aqueduct. 


When he turned down the $40,000 offer. 
Bradley was not a rich man, but his affec- 
tion for the homely gelding was stronger 
than the lure of gold. 


There were other winners from Green- 
way Farm, as Bradley called his place— 
Boney Boy. Peter Paul. Ahola, and, back 
in the old days of Guttenberg, Blitzen. the 
old “iron horse.” 


Greenway also was the home of a rakish 
little Thoroughbred, whose name is lost 
in obscurity and which was used as a hack 
and driving horse. On one occasion, hooked 
to a stout Congress-top wagon with 2 men 
and some camp supplies aboard, the little 
runner, with Bradley driving. beat a fast-

record pacer drawing a “bike” wagon, 
whose owner had saluted the turnout from 
Virginia for a brush down the road from 
Brooklyn to Sheepshead Bay. 

Off to a fair start. the pacer glided along 
like a shadow in the twilight. The runner 
was startled into action by a Comanche- 
like yell and the sting of whalebone on his 
back. Halfway of the route the pacer was 
all in, and pulled up. 

“So long. brother.” yelled Bradley, “Vl 
be thar when you arrives.” 

In addition to buying supplies. old Bob 
said he had been to town to a see a 
specialist for stomach trouble, which was 
bad enough without having his horse 
“humiliated” by a common pacer on the 
way home. 

As a 2-year-old Robert Waddell ran his 
first race at Aqueduct. on April 20, 1900, 
and finished third to Glenwood and 
Gracious. He was a maiden until late in 
the year, winning his first race at the 
Harlem (Chicago) track on October 23, 
1900. with the little colored boy Seaton 
in the saddle. He won again on the 26th 
with Eddie Dominick up, and before the 
end of the season triumphed in 4 more 
races. 

The next year, 1901, he began at Ben- 
nings (Washington, D. C.) and won 4 
races at that meeting, 2 with Otto Wonder- 
ly up. and 2 with Seaton. 

At Aqueduct Billy Lakeland’s Motley 
beat him a head in the Carter (Johnny 
Slack rode Waddell), and a few days later 
Robert Waddell captured the Arverne, over 
Outlander and Sadie S. He also won on 
April 24 with Bullman up. 

At Worth (Chicago) 4 races fell to 
him, the most interesting one being a 
match race with Operator, owned by the 
old turfman Hardy B. Durham. Jimmy 
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Winkfield rode Robert Waddell. and he 
won easily over Operator, which had Jess 
Matthews up. 

The American Derby that year drew all 
the high-class 3-year-olds. East and West. 
The Parader. His Eminence. Beau Gallant, 
Silverdale. and Bonnibert were the most 
famous ones. and Robert Waddell. one of 
the least fancied, was 12 to 1. The Parader 
set a fast pace, but in the stretch “Pa” 
Bradley’s horse came on and won quite 
easily. Then he won the Sheridan and 
several overnight races. 

Elated over the victories of the best 
horse he ever had bred and raced. Bradley 
was prevailed upon to ship to the Roby 
track. which had just been opened. There 
were only 2 other horses in the field, but 
Robert Waddell lunged into the rail and 
sustained a shoulder fracture from which 
he never recovered. Back in Virginia, 
several attempts were made to patch him 
up. but all proved unavailing, and he 
finally was put to sleep at Greenway, with 
the waters of the James, as one writer put 
it. “singing a requiem.” 

His record: $36.266 from 23 wins and 
25 placings in 72 starts at 2 and 3.

Jockey Herbert Simmons, 37-year-old 
California rider. was suspended and barred 
from the track by stewards of Golden Gate 
Fields for using a chain to whip his mount 
in the fifth race on November 20.
